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REMARKS 



Applicant agrees with the Examiner that the allowable subject matter includes 
claims 1-39. Notice of Allowability, page 2. However, Applicant respectfully disagrees 
with the Examiner's statement that the computer program product recited in claims 27-39 is 
. .directed to and has been treated as a recordable-type media. . . Notice of Allowability, 
page 2, Applicant neither previously stipulated nor currently stipulates that the computer 
program product recited in claims 27-39 is directed to and has been treated only as 
recordable-type media. 

The Examiner cites 'the originally filed specification at page 17, lines 17-19," as 
supporting the Examiner's position. Notice of Allowability, page 2. This Examiner-cited 
passage from the specification goes on to state that in addition to recordable-type media, the 
computer readable media also includes transmission-type media. Specification, page 17, 
lines 1 7-26. Consequently, the Examiner's position that the computer program product only 
includes recordable-type media is only partially correct. Applicant respectfully submits that 
within the context of the originally filed specification at page 1 7, lines 8-26, a proper 
interpretation of the computer program product recited in claims 27-39, includes both 
recordable-type and transmission-type media.
